HOW THREE SIOUX INDIANS 
: DIED. ' 
Pee ee 

Some months ago three Indians of the Sioux 
tribe were condemned to douth for kaving raised’ 
the standard of revolt. hoy asked that they 
might look death in the face: go to ieot it on 
horseback, with their faces painted os for 
mortal combat, their guns in their hands, and 
tha war-cry upon their lips, Tho officer at the 
fort agreed, and caused @ horse and o gun 
Joaded with blank cartridge to be given to each., 
All round the hill and at a certain distance 
were ranged -ihe veterans of the Indian war. 
Tho scone which. followed is thus described by 
the Indian Advocate :— | - 

“Tho Indians at first put their horses toa 
slight trot. . Tho wind blew the high grass of 
tho prairie in waves, like the surface of a larga 
lake, and a kite descended from the depths of 
the ay. making 4 vaat circle over the heals of 
the thres condemned mon. Arrived at the 
summit of the hill, thé Indians dismounted and 
appeared. to. be deliberating. . They 
then began to sing the death-chant, and the 
sound of the bymn was carriedsby the wind to 
the ears of the soldiors, who sere able to watch 
the rhythmic movement of the bodies of ths 
Indians as the sound of their lamentation grow 
higher ond higher. It was o solemn as well as 
a wild scene, Emotion and hatred fought for 
the mastery in the breasts of those veteran 
soldiers ag the chant of the warriors, baving 
reached its highes note, finished iu along wail. 

“Jn an instant there. wars silence of, death, 
then gnddenly a terrible ory. was heard—tho 
lpi fy the Sionx.. The shontof battle had 
suc to the death ory and tho three Sioux 
threw themselves upon their horses and turned

SWIMMING THE CHANNEL, 

To cross the English Channel by any means 
apart from the packet-boat seems to execise 4 
weird fascination for all kinds of sportsmen. ; 
Indeed, ever since Captain Webb swam the 
Channel from Dover'to Calais on August 2¢ 
and 25, 1873, ‘there has been ua all-consuming” 
desire among great swimmers to eynal thot 
I 
believe [that the father of the Cavills—o 
great swimming. family—is credited with swim- 
ming from Cape Grisner ‘to Brighton, but I 
doubt if the porformanco is duly authenticated. | 
Thera is no doubt about the work of Captoin | 
Webb, Last Saturday, Montagu Holbein tried 
to equal Webb's grent swim, and he took the 
water at Calais at 3.49 during the after: 
noon. There was. considerable breeze, and at 
the outset; Holbein injrred his leg; but despite 
this he continued his attempt, and swam for*12 
honvs, 33 minutes 15 seconds; and at the timo 
he was taken from the water ina state of somi- 
consciousness, he was within four miles of the 
English eoast. When he was taken from the 
water he was nearly drowning, and great anxiety 
was felt aa to his condition, but he oventaally 
recovorod. Under favourable conditions, it is 
believed that Holbein could swim the Channel; 
but lost Satirday he had everything against 
him. Still he has been known to swim 13 miles 
from Blackwell to Gravesend and back. On 
that cecasion, on July 25th, 1899, he was in the
